Supreme Court Decision Gives Lift 
To Inmate 'Lawyers' in Ohio Prisons 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Busi­ 
ness 
is 
looking up far inmate 
“lawyers” in Ohio prisons. 
Recent U.S. Supreme Court de­ 
cisions are credited with open­ 
ing the door for an upsurge of 
hatie-a* corpus cases filed by pris­ 
oners in state and federal courts. 
For years, convicte with time 
on their hands have thumbed law 
books in prison libraries for ways 
to aisk courts for writs that might 
lead to freedom. 
Those who 
become proficient 
are called “ writ writers” by less 
gifted inmates who hire them to 
turn out legal-.sounding documents 
for a carton of cigarettes or oth­ 
er consideration. 
Courts generally have denied 
writs w i t h o u t a 
hearing on 
grounds toe requests were direc­ 
tive or unwarranted. But their la­ 
borious proparat Lon was regard­ 
ed tolerantly as a form of “occu­ 
pational therapy.” 
Inmates jokingly call them “ha­ 
beas escapus” efforts. The suits 
usually a l l e g e a “bum rap ” 
through improper conviction. 
But under the high court deci­

restricted,” he said. 
Skinner said after he got out of 
the 
POW camp, he 
asked p e r­ 
mission to study in China. Instead 
the Com munists assigned him to 
a job in a paper factory in Tsinan. 
“ I was given no choice.” he 
feaad. 
He worked in tile Tsanan null 
fur nine years and was paid 189 
Chinese dollars a 
month, about 
three tim es the pay of an ordin­ 
ary Chinese worker. He said he 
and his Chinese wife spent more 
than IOO dollars on food alone, he 
said. 
“ As foreigners,” Skinner said, 
“ we were end ted to preferential 
treatm ent. I don't think we could 
tolerate the living of the ordinary 
w orker.”

Chi 
Hsiao-Fei, four years his senior 
and the organist at a Seventh- 
; Day Adventist Church in Tsinan

Cuba's Miracle in Reverse 


As Eidei Castro approaches the fifth an­ 
niv ersary of dictatorship in Hav ana, the 
Cuban people hav e much to look back on, 
all of it bad. Unfortunately , 
the 
future 
looks equally bleak from the v antage point 
of the Cuban who has no desire to leav e 
his nativ e land. 
Castro has accomplished an economic 
miracle in rev erse. In less than fiv e y ears 
he has transformed one of the most pro­ 
ductiv e countries of Latin America into a 
withering v ine. United States trade e m ­ 
bargoes and other acts to tighten an eco­ 
nomic v ise around the island hav e contri­ 
buted to the declining Cuban economy , but 
m is-m an3gement by Castro and his f o 1- 
lowers is the biggest contributor. 
The mainstay of the Cuban economy is 
composed of two parts — tourism and ex ­ 
ports of three major products, sugar, to­ 
bacco and coffee. Castro effectiv ely cancel­ 
ed Cuba from t o u r i s t lists by closing 
most of the tourist spots and making v isits 
to the island particularly miserable for for­ 
eigners. 
In the realm of agriculture, and parti­ 
cularly in that phase dev oted to ex portable 
items, the red regime has ex celled in its 
record of incompetence. Tobacco produc­ 
tion last y ear was down 5 0 per cent from 
195 8 , the last y ear before Castro took pow­ 
er, and coffee production dropped 35 per 
cent in the same period. 


Sugar, the crop most important to the 


Cuban economy , has shown an ev en more 


marked decline. In the last two y ears su­ 


gar harv ests hav e dropped from 6 .7 mil­ 
lion tons to 3.8 million tons. These declines 
did not result from the American embar­ 
go or loss of some traditional 
markets. 
Russia and its satellites hav e offered to 
buy all Cuba can ex port. 


Agricultural incompetence is the 
b i g 
factor in the 
sinking 
output, 
combined ! 
with a growing unrest among farmers who I 
see their freedoms and opportunities dis­ 
appear under military oppression. O n l y 
partially offsetting Cuba's collapsing eco­ 
nomy is the estimated million dollars a day 
the S o v i e t Union is pouring into t h e 
island to keep its beachhead in this hemis I 
phere from w*allowing in its own mis-man- 
agement. 
By Russian standards of foreign aid, t h e 
cost is high. But the stakes in Latin Amer- j 
ica a r e infinitely higher. The support of 
one island is of secondary consequence to ■ 
the Kremlin. As long as the primary goal l 
of further infiltration and subv ersion of 
the hemisphere is in sight, 10 times the cost j 
w'ould be considered a worthwhile inv est­ 
ment by Moscow. 
This is the danger which will continue to 
ex sit as long as the embargo against Cas­ 
tro is only partially effectiv e.

Communist concessions: 
1. Free elections, under a com­ 
bined West-East supervision, shall 
be held in East Berlin, East Ger­ 
many. 
Poland, 
Czechoslovakia 
Hungary, and Rumania. As a con­ 
dition of the elections, free party 
organization must be permitted a 
continuing basis. 
2. 
Khrushchev 
must 
withdraw 
both his armed soldiers and his 
civilian “ technicians” from Cas­ 
tro's Cuba, with on-site inspection, 
possibly under neutral UN teams, 
guaranteeing that the 
em barka­ 
tions of men, planes and missiles 
are one hundred per cent com 
plete. 
3. The Berlin Wall must be raz 
ed, and free movement throughout 
eastern Europe must be reinsti 
luted as a human right 
4 The Kremlin shall retreat to 
a neutral position in Hie struggles 
that are going on between the Ad­ 
dis Ababa African states and the 
Portuguese colonies of Angola and 
Mozambique, and between 
lndo 


nesia and the members of a Mal 
aysian union. Insofar as support 
of Latin American Marxist parties 
is concerned, the Kremlin shall 
sign a supplementary agreement 
to respect the Monroe Doctrine. 
5. The Hungarian Freedom Fight 
ers who were carted off to Sibera 
after the suppression of the Hun­ 
garian Revolution shall be repat- j 
riated. And any other East Euro­ 
pean nationals who are being for­ 
cibly detained inside Russia shall 
be released. 
Inasmuch as the Kremlin, like 
the irresponsible Kitty of E. E. 
Cummings’s poem, always ducks 
the “ touch of must and shall,” 
it will be many a blue m o o n 
before any such concessions are 
written into a non aggression pact. 
Nevertheless, the West must stand 
^irm on a fundamental “ agenda 
of peace” that would, in effect, 
restore the balance that was once 
envisioned in the Potsdam agree­ 
ments. 
Meanwhile, the armistice in nu­ 
clear testing should not be follow­ 
ed by a cutback in U. S. arm a­ 
ments. whether of the atomic or 
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the conventional variety. The pos­ 
session of “ overkill,” even if it is 
matched by the 
Russians, 
will 
hardly kill us, for deterrents are 
what keep the peace in a nation­ 
alistic world. We must keep our 
stock of bombs at current levels, 
and we must continue to improve 
delivery systems. If the Kremlin 
should ever suspect us of having 
fallen into a condition making for 
“ underdelivery,” then it would be 
goodnight. 
One final observation: as long 
as there are any doubts that P o­ 
lar 
and Minuteman missiles are 
capable of knocking Russia out in 
case of war, I would feel more 
comfortable if the current move 
to “ phase out” our manned bomb­ 
ers were reversed. 
Real peace is still a long way 
off. 
Non-aggression 
agreem ents 
between Russia and the West are 
desirable, but not at the expense 
of any part of the world that was 
outside the borders of the K rem ­ 
lin’s domain as it existed in 1938, 
before Poland was partitioned by 
the two monsters, Hitler and Sta­ 
lin.

to meet a pressing family need. 
“Subsequently, 
the 
taxpayer, 
being deeply engrossed in public 
affairs and the affairs of clients, 
neglected his own personal m at­ 
ters, including the income tax re­ 
turns. and mistakenly delayed fil­ 
ing returns for any subsequent 
yeans, until he could complete the 
return for 
the 
first delinquent 
year. 
“All 
information 
available to 
the taxpayer relating to reporta­ 
ble transactions was kept by him 
in separate tax return files, and 
he 
attempted an several occa­ 
sions, prior to any question by 
the Internal Revenue Service, to 
prepare the returns. He was nev­ 
er able to complete the returns. 
Finally he engaged ain account­ 
ant to prepare the returns which 
were then filed by the taxpayer. 
“ After the returns were filed 
the taxpayer appeared voluntarily 
before examining agents and co­ 
operated fully in providing all rel­ 
evant data regarding his transac­ 
tions for the years involved.”
